_ required to enlarge the turning radius of Chain Bridge Roed and Reute 122. The relo- 


cation of this access road, however, will aleo imvolve the concurrence of two other 


contiguous property owners, across whose land an easement would have to be obtained 
in order to relocate the access road in question. 


Trowbridge have egreed to consider this propesel, 
Twould like te request that you authorize your local Fairfax County Resident Engineer 
Mr. Brett, te establich comact with the Trowbridge family, as well as the other two 
Property @wmaxs, to explore this possibility in greater technical depth. We shall be 
happy, should you so desire, to introduce Mr. Brett to the T rowbridge family and also 
io be belpiui imeay other manner which may aceemplish the relief of the traffic can- 
gestion problem we are trying to solve.
